It will take the form of a spend­ 
ing program more expansive than 
anything the Eisenhower adminis­

greater probably than the original 
Marshall Plan under Truman. It

guarantees to 
N ear Eastern states against at­ 
tack. 
The plan is to fill the economic 
vacuum In the Near E ast and Asia 
caused by the adjustments of out­ 
moded 
colonialism. 
This 
will 
mean a lot of money. 
It will be 
spent on irrigation and various 
improvements to raise the living 
standards of Asiatic-Alrican 
peo­ 
ples. 
At the same time, the Presi­ 
dent 
plans to revive 
tarnished 
ties 
with our old allies, 
France 
and Britain. He plans to put this 
whole program under Governor 
Christian 
H eller 
of 
Massachu- 
chusetts who is being brought in­ 
to the State Department in Jan­ 
uary. John Foster Dulles will be 
given little or no chance to med­ 
dle with it.

state for Truman. 
Cutler it now 
bolding meetings fa) the state de­ 
partment, preparing the big new 
foreign affairs offensive. 
Also helping 
is Vice-President 
Nixon. 
As a former Isolationist, 
his job is to win over the isola­ 
tionist wing 
of the Republican 
party. 
White House advisers 
are not 
unaware of the fact that 
a huge 
spending program will be viewed 
as Henry 
Wallace “globaloney.” 
They recall 
the derisive 
speech 
of Mrs. Clare Boothe 
Luce, 
in 
which she excori ted Roosevelt- 
Walalce-Truman foreign 
aid and 
coined the- phrase “globaloney.” 
They 
also 
recall 
the 
derisive 
“ milk for every Hottentot” criti­ 
cism that was hurled at Wallace. 
However, they believe that the 
Democrats will have to go along 
with the President’s spending pro­ 
gram and that Nixon will be able 
to swing the right-wingers.

What brought President Eisen­ 
hower around to his present think­ 
ing, according to his friends, ara 
two things: 
1. 
Dulles’ illness, during which 
Ike realized for the first time the 
badly deteriorated state of our 
foreign policy. 
2. 
The last days of the cam­ 
paign, when the President listen­ 
ed to the speeches of Adlai Stev­ 
enson. 
The criticism got under 
his skin. 
He realizes, partly as a result 
of that criticism, 
partly as a re­ 
sult 
of two near 
escapes 
with 
depth, that his place in history 
will be decided in the next four 
years and that he has a lot to do 
those year*. 
He got one of the worst shocks 
of his term as President when 
Dulles became ill and for the first 
time he took over the active ad­ 
ministration of foreign policy. Not 
until 
then had 
he realized how 
many foreign problems had been 
swept under 
the rug just to get 
them out of the way. 
He then began to realize that 
while 
we 
had undermined 
the 
British and French in the Near 
and Middle F.ast. we had simul­ 
taneously 
failed to do 
anything 
about filling the vacuum left by 
them as they were 
undermined 
Thus tin Russians had moved into 
the 
vacuum as the 
French and 
British moved out. 
The 
President, 
according 
to 
friends, also began to sm art when 
newspapers which had steadfast­ 
ly supported him lr the past, such 
as the New York Times and New 
York 
Herald 
Tribune, 
began 
knocking him for deserting the 
French and British. 
By the time 
he got to Augusta, 
he began to 
realize that he had knocked the 
spots out of the two nations he had 
long been closely identified with, 
the French and British, and found 
himself lined up with the 
Kus- 
sians and their stooge, 
Colonel 
Nr sser. 
IKE’S AGONIZING 
REAPPRAISAL 
Accordingly, the President has 


been experiencing his own "agon­ 
izing reappraisal.” 
This reappraisal has not

without differences of opinion and 
further mistakes. 
During the dayr just prior to 
his Augusta trip, Eisenhower re 
fused to see the British foreign 
minister, Selwyn Lloyd, and

Simultaneously, he gave lunch 
eons for, or received the prime 
minister 
of Greece, 
the prime 
minister of Luxembourg, and the 
prime minister of Tunisia. Tech­ 
nical reason for snubbing the for 
eign ministers of such important 
countries as England and Austral­ 
ia was that they were mere for­ 
eign 
ministers. 
However, 
the 
White House also discouraged 
a 
visit with Prime Minlater Eden, 
who wanted to stop en route from 
Jamaica. 
One conversation which had im­ 
pact on the President was with 
Douglas Dillon, U. S. ambassa­ 
de! to France, 
who was so dis­ 
turbed 
at worsening 
American- 
French friendship that he flew’ to 
Augusta. 
He feared the state de­ 
partment would not transm it his 
cablegrams to Eisenhower warn­ 
ing that never in history had the 
French been so bitter against the 
United States for holding up the

policy with which Eisenhower had 
concurred.
